BRITAIN TO USE 
WOMEN IN NAVY 


Proposes to Employ Them on 
Shore Duty in War to 
Replace Men. 


Government departments launched 
plans today for women’s units 
trained to free men for defense du- 
ties. 

The Admiralty decided to form a 
women’s naval service to take over 
many naval jobs on shore, so 
trained men may be released for 


service at the rate of more than 
one a week. Similar to the Wom- 
en’s Royal Naval Service recruited 
in Great Britain in 1918, members 
of the unit will be responsible for 
radio operating, decoding, drawing 
of maps and blue prints, naval ac- 
countancy, the making of anti-sub- 
marine nets, truck driving and oth- 
er duties.

BILL TO PUT PRESIDENT

He was reported taking back 
Daladier’s message to Generalissimo 
Franco that unless the Italian 
troops go home France not only 
would keep Spanish Republican 
gold and war material now in her 
custody but would draw further 
won the “lost cause” army within her 
borders. 

Thousands of Spaniards Apply. 

Officials said there had been no 
open recruiting to date in the Span- 
ish concentration camps but thou- 
gands had made application’ to 
enter the Foreign Legion. 

Many of these applications, offi- 
cials said, came from the 80,000 who 
originally asked to be sent back 
to Spain, Only a few thousand of 
these had been repatriated.

Troop Massing Reported.

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Tos of Roosevelt’s Address 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
7s text of President Roosevelt's 

Pan-American Day address fol- 
lows: 

The American family of nations 

pays honor today to the oldest and 
most successful association of sov- 
ereign governments which exists in 
the world. 
Few of us realize that the Pan- 
American organization as we know 
it has now attained a longer history 
and a greater catalogue of achieve- 
ments than any similar group 
known to’ modern history. Justly 
we can be proud of it. With even 
more right we can look to it as 4 
symbol of great hope at a time 
when much of the world finds hope 
dim and difficult. Never was it 
more fitting to salute Pan-Amer-, 
ican day than in the stormy pres- 
ent, 

For upwards of half a century 
the ublics of the Western world 
bad Bees working together to pro- 
mote their common civilization un- 
der a system of peace. That ven- 
ture, launched so hopefully 50 
years ago, has succeeded; the 
American family is today a great 
co-operative group facing a trou- 
bled world in serenity and calm, 

This success of the Western Hem- 
isphere is sometimes attributed to 
good fortune, I do not share that 
view. There are not wanting here 
all of the usual rivalries, all of the 
normal human desires for power 
and expansion, all of the commer- 
cial problems. The Americas are 
sufficiently rich to have been them- 
selves the object of desire on the 
part of overseas governments; our 
traditions in history are as deeply 
rooted in the old world as are 
those of Europe. ‘ 

Destiny Not an Accident. 

It was not accident that prevent- 
ed South America, and our own 
West, from sharing the fate of oth- 
er great areas of the world in the 
nineteenth century. We have here 
diversities of race, of language, of 
custom, of natural resources, and 
of intellectual forces at-rleast as 
great as those which prevailed in 
Europe. 

What was it that has protected 
us from the tragic involvements 
which are today making the Old

World a new cockpit of old strug- 
flies? The answer is easily found. 
A new, and powerful ideal—that of 
the community of nations—sprang 
up at the same time that the 
Americas became free and inde- 
pendent. It was’ nurtured by 
statesmen, thinkers and plain -peo- 
ple for decades. Gradually it 
brought together the Pan Amer- 
icant group of governments; today 
it has fused the thinking of the 
peoples, and the desires of their 
responsible representatives toward 
a common objective. 

The result of this thinking has 
been to shape a typically American 
institution. This is the Pan Amer- 
ican group, which works in open 
conference, by open agreement. We 
hold our conferences not as @ re- 
sult of wars, but as the result of 
our will to peace. 

Elsewhere in the world, to hold 
conferences such as ours, which 
meet every five years, it is neces- 
sary to fight a major war, until 
exhaustion or defeat at length 
governments together to _  recon- 
struct their shattered fabrics. 

Recalls Buenos Aires Speech. 

Greeting a conference at Buenos 
Aires ‘in 1936, I took occasion to 
say: 

“The madness of a great war 
in another part of the world 
would affect us and threaten our 
good in a hundred ways. And 
the economic collapse of any na- 
tion or nations must of necessity 
harm our own prosperity. Can 


World, help the Old World to | 
avert the catastrophe which im- 
pends? Yes, I am confident that 
We can.” 

I still have that confidence. 
There is no fatality which forces 
the Old World towards new catas- 
trophe. Men are not prisoners of 
fate, but only prisoners of their 
own minds. They have within 
themselves the power to become 
free at any moment. 

Only a few days ago the head of 
a great nation referred to his coun- 
try as a “prisoner” of the Mediter- 
ranean, A \little later, another 
chief of state, on learning that a 
neighbor country had agreed to de- 
fend the independence of another 
neighbor, characterized that agree- 
ment as a “threat,” and an “encir- 
clement.” Yet there is no such 
thing as encircling, or threatening, 
or imprisoning any peaceful nation 
by other peaceful nations, We have 
reason to know this in our own ex- 
perience. 
For instance, on the occasion o 
a visit to the neighboring Dominion 
of Canada last summer, I stated 
that the United Stataes would join 
in defending Canada were she ever 
attacked from overseas. Again at 
Lima, in December, the 21 Amer- 
ican nations joined in a declaration 
that they would co-ordinate their 
common efforts to defend the in- 
tegrity of their institutions from 
any attack, direct or indirect. 
Guarantees of Peace. 
At Buenos Aires, in 1936, all of 
us agreed that in the event of any 
war or threat of war on this conti- 
nent we would consult together to 
remove or obviate that threat. Yet 
in no case did any American nation 
regard any of these understandings 
as making any one of them a 
“prisoner,” or as “encircling” any 
American country, or as a threat 
of any sort or kind, 
Measures of this kind taken in 
this hemisphere are taken as guar- 
antees, not of war but of peace, for 
the simple reason that no nation 
on this hemisphere has any will to 
aggression, or any desire to estab- 
lish dominance or mastery. Equal- 
ly, because we are interdependent, 
and because we know it, no Amer- 
can nation seeks to deny any neigh- 
bor access to the economic and 
other resources which it must have 
to live in prosperity. 
In these circumstances dreams of 
conquest appear to us as ridiculous 
as they are criminal. Pledges de- 
signed to prevent aggression, ac- 
companied by the open doors of 
trade and intercourse, and bound 
together by common will to co-op- 
erate peacefully, make warfare be- 
tween us as outworn and useless 
as the weapons of the Stone Age. 
We may proudly boast that we 
have begun to realize in Pan-Amer- 
ican relations what civilization in 
intercourse between countries real- 
ly means, 
If that process can be successful 
here, is it too much to hope that 
a similar intellectual and spiritual 
process may succeed elsewhere? Do 
we really have to assume that na- 
tions can find not better methods 
of realizing their destinies than 
those which were used by the Huns 
and Vandals 1500 years ago? 
The American peace which we 
celebrate today has no quality of 
weakness in it. We are prepared 
to maintain it, and to defend it to 
the fullest extent of our strength, 
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matching force to force if any at- 
tempt is made to subvert our insti- 
tutions, or to impair the independ- 
ence of any one of our group. 


Pledges Economic Aid. 


Should the method of attack be 
that of economic pressure, I pledge 
that my own country will also give 
economic support, so that no Amer- 
ican nation need surrender any 
fraction of its sovereign freedom 
to maintain its economic welfare. 
This is the spirit and intent of the 
Declaration of Lima: the solidarity 
of the continent. 


The American family of nations 
may also rightfully claim, now to 
speak to the rest of the world. We 
have an interest, wider than that 
of the mere defense of our sea- 
ringed continent. We know nowthat 
the development of thé next gener- 
ation will so narrow the oceans 
separating us from the Old World, 
that our customs a our actions 
are necessarily eal with hers. 


Beyond question, Within a scant 
few years air fleets will @ross the 
ocean as easily as today they cross 
the closed European seas. Economic 
functioning of the world becomes’ 
increasingly a unit; no interruption 
of it anywhere can fail, in the fu- 
ture, to disrupt economic life every. 
where. 

The past generation in Pan-Amer- 
ican matters was concerned with 
constructing the principles and the 
mechanisms through which this 
hemisphere would work together. 
But the next generation will be con- 
cerned with the methods by which 
the new world can live together 
with the old. 

The issue is really whether our 
civilization is to be dragged into 
the tragic vortex of unending mili- 
tarism punctuated by periodic wara, 
or whether we shall be able to 
maintain the ideal of peace, indi- 
viduality and civilization as the 
fabric of our lives. We have the 
right to say that there shall not 
be an organization of world affairs 
which permits us no choice but to 
turn our countries into barracks, 
unless we are to be bassals of some 
conquering empire. 

Message From New World to Old. 


The truest defense of the peace 
of our hemisphere must always lie 
in the hope that our sister nations 
beyond the seas will break the 
bonds of the ideas which constrain 
them toward perpetual warfare. By 
example we can at least show them 
the possibility. We, too, have a 
stake in world affairs. 


Our will to peace can be as pow- 
erful as our will to mutual defense: 
it can command greater loyalty, 
devotion and discipline than that 
enlisted elsewhere for temporary 
conquest or equally futile glory. It 
will have its voice in determining 
the order of world affairs. 

This is the living message which 
the new world can send to the old.

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PLAN 10 ABSORB 
~ ALLIED SECURITIES 
IN EVENT OF WAR 
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Investment Trust Men Con- 
sidering Taking Over 
British and French Hold- 
ings in the U. S. 


NEW YORK, April 14 (AP). — 
Investment trust leaders of the 
country have been asked to join a 
plan to take over British and 
French holdings of American secur- 
ities in the event of war. 

Spokesmen of several of the 
larger investing concerns met with 
William Stix Wasserman, president 
of the Investment Corporation of 
Philadelphia and Delaware Fund, 
Inc., reported as sponsoring the 
idea in its present form, in New 
York Wednesday. Some investment 
trusts said they had declined a re-| 
quest to attend the meetings. | 

The idea in broad outline follows | 
a suggestion made last autumn by | 
N. Frank, SEC commis-| 
sioner. Officials of the Treasury, | 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion and Securities and Exchange 

Commission are understood to be 
sympathetic to the proposal. 

The investment trust men who) 
met with Wasserman are said to) 
have reecived a rough outline of a) 
pian, involving financial backing by 
the RFC, and returned to consult 
with their associates. 

Estimate of Holdings. 

British and French holdings of 
higher grade American Secur- 
ities were estimated between $2,- 
000,000,000 and $4,000,000,000, and, if 
hostilities should break out, it is 
expected that they will be seized by 
the London and Paris Governments 
to build up balances to purchase 
materials here. 

In 1914 the effort to liquidate 
European holdings of American se- 
curities resulted in closing the New 
York Stock Exchange from July 31 
to Dec. 12, but, if war should come 
again, Wall Street thinks Euro- 
pean nations would co-operate in 
a plan which would permit taking 
over their American securities in 
an orderly manner, without threat- 
ening the price level or the liquidity 
of the market. 

Cash for Two Years. 

British and French resources in 
this country were estimated yes- 
terday by Winthrop W. Case, asso- 
ciate editor of the Annalist, to be 
sufficient to enable them to pay 
cash for war purchases here for 
two years of hostilities. 

Case’s estimate was made in a 
study he prepared for the Foreign 
Policy Association, a private re- 
search organization, concerning the 
economic problems that would 
arise for the United States in event 
of a European war. 

From available data, Case esti- 
mated that British-French gold and 
other resources in this country 
amount to between $11,500,000,000 
and $14,000,000,000. He said obli- 
gations, however, were about $4,- 
500,000,000 and concluded that net 
British-French resources probably 
were between $9,500,000,000 and 
$12,000,000,000. 

Although noting that any esti- 
mate of how far such funds would 
go was pure conjecture, Case said 
they should carry the British and 
French “through at least two years 
of hostilities.” 

As to War Purchasers. 

“Thereaiter, war purchases from 
the United States would depend on 
our willingness to extend credit 
and float loans,” he continued. 
“During the past war, we lent 
the allies about $2,600,000,000 up to 
our entrance into it. It may well 
be questioned, however, entirely 
apart from our neutrality legisla- 
tion, whether on a future occasion 
the belligerents could borrow any 
such sums from us, even at much 
higher interest rates.” 

Case expressed the opinion that 
the effects of another European 
war on th.a country’s economy 
would be less extreme than in 1914, 
because of the inferior credit stand- 
ing of the European nations and 
because of the industrial expan- 
sion in the United States during 
the last quarter century. ) 

“The war business that did ma-| 
terialize,” he said, “would in gen- 
eral represent a much smaller 
splash in the American pool than 
in 1915,” 


DRUGS TO RELIEVE LABOR PAINS 
REACT ON CHILD, DOCTOR SAYS 


Chances of Perfect Baby “Decrease 
in Ratio to Amount of Sed- 
atives Administered.” 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 14 
(AP).—A study of 5000 labor and 
childbirth cases just completed by 
Dr. W. C. C. Cole, University of De- 
troit pediatrics professor, and his 
associates, shows the use of seda- 
ives and anesthetics “definitely de- 
creases” the chances of delivering 
a perfect baby. 

Dr. Cole, in a lecture before In- 
diana University postgraduates 
here last night, said the chances 
of delivering a perfect baby “de- 
crease almost uniformly in ratio to 
the amount of drugs administered.” 

Respiratory centers of the child 
begin to function in the final third 
of the pre-natal period, he pointed 
out. Drugs administered to re- 
lieve pain in the labor period tend 
to affect the child's respiratory cen- 
ters, with the result that the in- 
fant is born in a state of near- 
asphyxiation. Severe asphyxia in; 
the infant entails danger in after 
life of epilepsy, psychopathic insta- 
bility and other complications, Dr. 
Cole said.

PRESIDENT CALLS FOR 
REORGANIZATION PLANS 


Asks for Suggestions From Bu- 
reau Heads by April 25 With 
View of Early Reshuffling. 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt called on Fed- 
eral Department heads today to 


submit by April 25 plans for reor- 
ganizing Government bureaus. 
The action was his first step 
toward exercising the reorganiza- 
tion powers recently granted to him 
by Congress after two years of bit- 
ter controversy. 

Less than two weeks’ was allowed 
for officials to turn in their plans, 
it was learned, because Mr. Roose- 
velt hopes that some regrouping 
of bureaus may be accomplished 
before Congress adjourns. 

The law requires that all execu- 
tive reorganization orders be sub- 
jected to congressional considera- 
tion for 60 days before they become 
effective. Disapproval of both 
branches is required to invalidate 
an order. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s instructions to 
department heads were contained 
in a letter sent by Daniel W. Bell, 
acting budget dir.ctor, at the Presi- 
dent’s direction. 

Each official was asked to make 
suggestions of three types—first, 
how the various divisions in his 
department might be more effi- 
ciently and economically organized; 
second, what agencies should be 
transferred from other depart- 
ments to his own; third, what

agencies should be _ transferred 


from his department to others. 

Reshuffling bureaus within a de- 
partment is expected to cause little 
trouble and probably will form the 
bulk of proposals at this session. 
Treasury officials already have 
drawn up a plan for combining 
their six law enforcement branches 
into one. 

But inter-departmental shuffling, 
administration officials predict, will 
let the President in for a long head- 
ache, because no agency head likes 
to give up any of his duties. For 
example, the Social Security Board 
is expected to request merger of 
the Labor Department’s re-employ- 
ment service with the board’s un- 
employment compensation branch, 
but Secretary Perkins is wunder- 
stood to want the combined service 
placed in the Labor Department.

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP).— 
The House Rivers and Harbors 
Committee approved today a bill 
by Chairman Mansfield of Texas to 
authorize completion of the $200, 
000,000 Florida ship canal. 

Representative Green of Florida 
said the vote was 10 to 6. The ac- 
tion was taken in a closed meeting. 

The Mansfield bill woud! author- 
ize appropriations from time to 
time to complete the controversial 
waterway project. 


The measure was based on a fa-| 
vorable report in 1937 by the for- | 
mer Chief of Army Engineers, Ma- 
jor-General Edward M. Markham. 

The President, under the bill’s 
provisions, would be asked to de- 
termine before the canal is com- 
pleted whether tolls should be lev- 
ied on transiting ships. Roosevelt 
had suggested these charges as a 
means of paying off the construc- 
tion costs.

A Doctor Indorses House Bill No. 39. 
T> the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N April 6 appeared in the Mirror of 
Opubiic Opinion an article by Dr. Rog- 
ers Deakin, which expresses the view of 
nearly 100 per cent of the members of the 
Missouri State Medical Association, The 
truth is, I know of none who is against 
guch a law as Dr. Deakin advocates. 

House bill No. 39, killed in the Com- 
mittee on Public Health (and since re- 
introduced), carries the provisions for 

just such a law, It has been urged that 
the bill is not sufficiently inclusive— 
not broad enough. However, it is in 
line with the practical experience of 
the medical profession of this and oth- 
er states. It deals with the one dis- 
ease, syphilis, the tests for which are 
comparatively simple and inexpensive 
and, when properly made, are nearly 100 
per cent dependable. 

This test calls for but a few minutes of 
the applicant’s time; it requires no em- 
barrassment, There is nothing in this 
simple procedure to drive people out of 
the State to other states where pre-mar- 
riage laws do not exist. 

Should the applicant be found to be 
among the one or two out of 100 who 
are found with the infection, he should 
be thankful that he is given this chance 
to avoid a lot of grief, by suitable treat- 
ment, before marrying. Gonorrhea, on 
the other hand, requires complicated and 
more or less expensive tests and repeated 
examinations. These tests are correct 
only about 50 per cent of the time, even 
when the work is done by experts. 

For these reasons, and the fact that to 
include this disease along with syphilis 
would greatly add to the annoyance to 
the applicant, who is only interested in 
getting a marriage license and not in a 
hunt for evidence of disease, we think 
gonorrhea should be left out of the bill. 

If any of our legislators who are hesi- 
tant about the necessity of or benefits 
to be derived from such a marriage law 
will accompany the attending physician 
on his daily rounds in our institutions for 
the mentally ill, and there see the blight- 
ing effects of syphilis on the nervous sys- 
tem, the brain and spinal cord, he will 
go away a much wiser man, a man ready 
to support any measure which would tend 
to reduce the number and gravity of such 
pitiful tragedies in the lives of our citi- 
zens.

MORE PLEDGES. . 

Great Britain and France have extended their 
guarantees of military ald against aggression to in- 
clude Rumania and Greece, in addition to Poland.

He has refrained from the expected 
occupation of Corfu, and has even assured Greece it 
need have no fears. Hitler has made no open move 
in the direction of Poland, and is momentarily silent 
in his mountain retreat. 

Have the anti-aggression negotiations of Britain 
and France halted the dictators? Or are Hitler and 
Mussolini merely biding their time? 

Solemn pledges to resist aggression have existed 
previously in the post-war period. There have been 
covenants and treaties, presented as signifying the 
long-sought attainment of international security and 
the outlawing of war. Yet during that epoch, nations 
have crumbled under the aggressors’ tread and savage 
wars have horrified the world. 

Britain and France were parties to these previous 
pledges. In forming the League of Nations, they 
signed the Covenant in which they undertook, “to 
respect and preserve as against external aggression 
the territorial integrity and existing political inde- 
pendence of all members.” Military aid, if necessary, 
was specified in this connection. The Covenant thus 
embodied virtually the same guarantees that these 
nations now are extending to the smaller states. 

Ethiopia and China found how little such guaran- 
tees meant when imperial policy dictated that they 
be disregarded and nullified. China, too, can cite the 
Nine-Power Treaty and the Kellogg Pact as meaning- 
less assurances. Czecho-Slovakia was abandoned by 
its “protectors” in its hour of need. The Spanish 
Republic, solemnly assured in the non-intervention 
agreement that there would be no foreign interfer- 
ence, went down before alien guns and bombs. Aus- 
tria’s independence had been guaranteed many times. 

Albania was included in the Anglo-Italian friend- 
ship accord of less than a year ago, in which Italy 
promised to maintain the Mediterranean status quo. 
Chamberlain confesses “deep disappointment” over 
the conquest of Albania, but accepts another Italian 
promise to keep the peace. 

Even if the new British-French promise is carried 


out to the letter, there is still a loophole for Fascist 
methods to continue their conquests. Armed aid will 
come, the Chamberlain pledge reads, if action is 
taken which threatens the independence of Greece 
and Rumania, “and which the Greek or Rumanian 
governments respectively consider it vital to resist 
with their national forces.” Nazi-ism bores from 
within, inflames minorities, captures the national 
government. So neither Austria nor Czecho-Slovakia 
made resistance. Nor did Lithuania resist when 
Memel was annexed by Hitler. 

Pope Pius had something to say only a few days 
ago about the status of international pledges in our 
day. “How may peace be had,” the pontiff asked in 
his Easter sermon, “while pledges solemnly sanc- 
tioned and the plighted word have lost that security 
and value which are indispensable bases of reciprocal 
confidence?” 

That lack of confidence explains why Poland held 
out for the most specific and ironclad guarantees it 
could get. It explains why Russia is holding aloof

THE UN-NEUTRALITY ACT. 

A prime example of confusion on neutrality legis- 
lation is given by Representative James E. Van 
Zandt of Pennsylvania. Attacking Senator Pitt- 
man’s proposal to extend the “cash-and-carry” pro- 
visions now applyipg to non-military materials to 
arms and munitions as well, Representative Van 
Zandt says: 

No bill could any more fit British and French 
policies if it were drafted in Downing Street in 
London. 

Mr. Van Zandt is laboring the obvious. Nowhere !s 


there any disposition to deny that the amendments 
which Senator Pittman proposes to write into the 
Neutrality Act would strengthen the hands of Britain, 
France, Holland, Belgium and the other democracies. 

On the other hand, there is no basis whatever for 
the implication that the Pittman amendments would 
give overt or unfair advantage to these countries. 
The amendments would merely correct a disastrous 
error made in writing the Neutrality Act in the first 
place. 

The only formidable advantages which Britain and 
France have to offset the superior air fleets and 
armaments of Germany and Italy are their stronger 
navies, larger merchant marines and the ability to 
pay for supplies purchased abroad. But if the Ameri- 
can market is closed to Britain and France in time of 
war, either as to munitions or as to non-military 
supplies, these weapons lose a large part of their 
value. 

From time immemorial, it has been part of inter- 
national law for a neutral Power to allow merchant 
ships of belligerent nations access to its ports for 
purposes of trade. The Neutrality Act, in its present 
form, sets this international custom aside. In vio- 
lation of a precedent of long standing, it cancels out, 
to a large degree, the strong, pre-existing military 
assets of one group of Powers. Thus, in effect, it is 
not neutral at all but plainly un-neutral. 

It is not a question of whether we will do some- 
thing which pleases Great Britain and France. It 
is a question of whether we will undo something 
which unfairly and in violation of international pre- 
cedent strengthens Berlin and Rome. Paraphras- 
ing Representative Van Zandt, the Neutrality Act in 
its present form could not better serve German and 
Italian policies if it had been drafted in the Wilhelm- 
strasse.

The 
primacy of the white race itself would fall 
with England’s supremacy, for a sign of 
weakness would unloose a stream of native 
Claims throughout the world. A defeat of 
England, it is clear, would shake the whole 
of Europe, including the very states that in- 
flicted it. And the repercussions would be 
felt even in America. 

Who will succeed England as the leader 
of the white race, in case of such an even- 
tuality? One thinks of the United States, 
which, having British roots, forms a logical 
successor to British traditions. Indeed, fol- 
lowing the World War, ‘when American pres- 


ready beginning to show signs of weariness, 
and it was generally accepted that the 
American people would advance a claim to 
world hegemony, which seemed almost their 
right, due to their youth, wealth and gen- 
eral success. 

It seemed that this newcomer would lift 
some of the burdens from the drooping 
shoulders of Weary Europe, replacing En- 
gland in her traditional role of purveyor 
of capital.

As 
far as political influence goes, the United 
States has certainly become the greatest 
Power on the Western Hemisphere, but it 
would be an exaggeration to ascribe to her 
imperial ambitions,

But I believe that it is the second that 
will win out in the long run, as it did in 
1917. The policy of the hemispheric defense 
of the New World, as it has been stated at 
the Lima Conference, is not a final solu- 
tion, not even for the United States, for it 
does not solve the more serious problem: 
the survival of the liberal hegemony of the 
world.

Morality and Intellectual Free- 
dom Menaced, Dr, Ralph C. 
Hutchison Asserts. 


Morality and intellectual freedom 
in the United States are being 
threatened by Fascism, Dr. Ralph 
Cooper Hutchison, president of 
Washington and Jefferson College, 
Washington, Pa., said last night at 
a sesquicentennial dinner sponsored 
by the Board of Christian Educa- 
tion of the Presbyterian Church 
at Hotel Chase. 

“Morality and intellectual free- 
dom result in what we optimistical- 
ly call civilization,” Dr. Hutchison 


said. “We face a situation in which 
these forces are being repressed 
and eliminated by a recrudescence 
of despotism. 

“Fascism is the current name of 
this medieval method. It is, es- 
sentially, the despotic control of the 
processes of thought for the pur- 
poses of the political group which is 
in power at the time. It repudiates 
the moralities, it scraps treaties, it 
makes international agreements 
with no thought of keeping them, it 
confiscates property and posses- 
sions, it liquidates opposition, it 
slaughters racial minorities. 

Not a Form of Government. 

“Fascism is not a form of gov- 
ernment. It grows under any gov- 
ernment, if the institutions of free 
thought are dominated by the po- 
lital forces. . Fascism, theréfore, 
always proceeds by taking over as 
rapidly as possible the control of at 
least four agencies—the courts, the 
press, the university and the church. 
“That Fascism so defined is ag- 
gressively encroaching upon us can- 
not be doubted. Force in the form 
of control of voters, control of in- 
stitutions, dominating of the courts, 
interference with the church, is the 
rule of the day. It is absurd for us 
in America to believe that we are 
exempt.” 

State Competition. 

Independentiy supported educa- 
tional institutions, such as those 
for which the Presbyterian Church 
now is attempting to raise $10,- 
000,000, may be expected to hinder 
or defeat fascism, if they survive, 
Dr. Hutchison said. However, he 
went on, there is serious doubt that 
they may continue. This doubt, he 
said, was due to the increasing 
number of junior colleges and 
other public institutions for high- 
er education which, he asserted, 
would “do ultimately what the po- 
litical group demands.” State-sup- 
ported educational institutions, he 
contended, were “competing” with 
independent colleges, 

Dr. Hutchison also attacked high 
tax rates for the wealthy since, 
he said, this reduced gifts to inde- 
pendent colleges. 

Other speakers fncluded Dr. 
Lewis Seymour Mudge of Philadel- 
jhia, Stated Clerk for 17 years and 
former Moderator, and Dr. Walter 
Malone, Presbyterian pastor at 
Champaign, Ill, Woodson K. Woods 
presided.

NEW YORK, April 14.—Henry 
Pfeiffer, president of William R. 
Warner & Co., pharmaceutical man- 
ufacturers, and co-founder of the 
Pfeiffer Chemical Co. in St. Louis, 
died here yesterday. He was 82 
years old.

Missouri Gasoline Tax to 
3 Cents. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 14 


(AP).—A constitutional amendment 


3 cents to finance the program was 
offered in the House today by Rep- 
resentative Arthur R. Kincaid 
(Dem,), Clay County. The plan 
would be submitted to the people 
in November, 1940. If adopted, the 
8-cent levy would go into effect 
Dec. 31, 1940, and continue 10 years. 

Reductions in charges to motor-| 
ists would be effected by provisions | 
prohibiting any municipal gasoline | 
tax and fixing passenger car license 
fees at 50 to 75 per cent of the pres- 
ent rates. No limitation would be 
placed on truck fees, 

The measure would require that 
the State road funds be allocated 
as follows: Forty per cent to the 
trunk system, 35 per cent for farm- 
to-market roads and 25 per cent 
for city streets. The share for the 
cities would be distributed on the 
basis of population and the farm-

Q. Please explain why it is to 
a club’s advantage to carry few- 
er players than the major league 
rules permit.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. April 15] 
(AP).—Otto P. Higgins resigned to- | 
day as Police Director and the res- 
ignation was accepted unanimously 
. By the City Council in 4 reorgani- 
zation of the hard-pressed city ad- 
ministration. 
Eugene C. Zachman, 35 years old, 
personal secretary to Mayor Bryce 


B. Smith, was appointed tempo- 
rary successor to City Manager H. 
F. McElroy, also resigned. Zach- 
man will serve until May 15, 

Lieut. William Boyle, 37, 


named temporary Police Director to 
succeed Higgins. Boyle has been 
secretary to Higgins for four years. 

Zachman is a graduate of Idaho 
University; Boyle, a graduate of 
the Kansas City School of Law. 

Resignation Before Meeting. 

Higgins submitted his  resigna- 
tion to Mayor Smith shortly | be- 
fore the City Councii met to act 
formally on McElroy’s resignation. 
The Council, in caucus yesterday, 
had voted to accept the City Man- 
ager’s resignation, making today’s 
action a mere formality. 

Mayor Smith, who assumed a 
leading role in the city reorganiza- 
tion which followed State and Fed- 
eral vice cleanups, said there would

be “no wholesale head-chopping.”’ 
His announcement came in the face 
of rumors of other possible resigna- 
tions, forced or voluntary. 

Eight members of the City Coun- 
cil attended today’s meeting. Oniy 
Councilman Al Gossett, who is ill, 
was absent. 

In a brief talk before the Council 
as it considered McElroy’s resigna- 
tion, Councilman Frank LEviston 
said McElroy was a man of “un- 
canny business ability”. and had 
“one of the biggest hearts I have 
ever known.” McElroy was City 
Manager for 13 years. 

Higgins stepped out of office just 
five years, to the day, after tak- 
ing office. 

Both Allies of Pendergast. 

Both McElroy and Higgins were 
allied with the Thomas J. Pender- 
gast machine which has been the 
ruling factor in city, county and 
sometimes State affairs. Pender- 
gast has been indicted for income 
tax evasion.’ 

Indicted with him was R. Em- 
met O'Malley, former State Insur- 
ance Commissioner and now direc- 
tor of the City Water Department. 

Persistent rumors at the City 
Hall were that O’Malley’s resigna- 
tion would be sought next by 
Mayor Smith and the City Coun- 
cil if it is not forthcoming within 
the next few days. 

When Higgins’ resignation was 
Presented to the Council, Charle 
H. Clark, a member, said, “I think 
I voice the sentiment of this Coun- 


cil that the resignation be ac- 
cepted.” 


Mayor Smith then said he woul 
instruct Zachman to accept the 
resignation. Smith likewise an-
